Ottawa, Jan. (>.— There has been ; 
large influx of members of both house 
to-day, and naturally the political out 
look has been discussed from different 
standpoints. Early this morning the 
Premier Kent an acceptance of the re 
sanations of the seven ministers \vli< 
tendered them en bloc on Saturday 
This left Sir Mackenzie with seven col- 
leagues, to wit: Sir Frank Smith, Sir 
A. P. Citron, Hon. Messrs. Costignn, 
Dftlv, Ouimet, Ferguson and Prior. 

Sir Mackenzie's course will be decided 
after the members of the party get to- 
gether to consider the situation. When 
the Commons resumes to-morrow Sir 
Adolphe Caron, as senioi minister, will 
lend the house and after making a 
short statement will move an adjourn- 
ment, probably for a week. It is expect- 
ed that Mr. Laurier, who arrived to-day 
with L. H. Davies and other Eastern 
supporters will ask for explanations. 
Thereupon lion. Mr. Foster will com- 
municate the reasons which impelled 
him and his six colleagues to surrender 
their portfolios. 

To-day the seven ex-ministers fur- 
warded a communication to the Gov- 
ernor-General, giving their reasons for 
resigning; and they have, it is under- 
stood, secured his permission to make 
this statement public. Possibly a short 
debate may follow and the adjournment 
agreed to. 

The cabinet was in session for a cou- 
ple of hours or more this afternoon, 
when considerable business of a routine 
character was transacted. One appoint- 
ment was made, namely, F. ,J. Hart, to 
lie a member of the Montreal harbor 
board in succession to the late Senator 
Murphy. 

Tins evening Premier Howell had a 
friendly conference wis h Sir Charles 
flibbert Tupper, Hon. Geo, E. Foster, 
Sir John Curling and Mr. ( ieo. Taylor, 
M.P., the chief Conservative whip. 

Mention of the name of Sir Charles 
Tupper the Flder as the likely successor 
to Sir Mackenzie has brought under dis- 
cussion the point as to a man outside 
Pi'duyrj^nt^Jieiii!.' summoned 

that twenty-lour years ago Hot 
Oliver Mowat came directly from the 
bench; where he occupied the position 
of vice-chancellor for Ontario, to be 
premier of the province. After accept- 
ing the office he secured a constituency, 
was elected and took his seat. Chief 
Justice Meredith's name is mentioned 
as a possible premier should not Sir 
Charles Tupper, Bart., accept the re- 
sponsibility. 

To-day Premier Howell temporarily 
tilled the vacant portfolios as follows; 
Howell, acting minister of finance; 
Caron, acting minister of militia: Costi- 
gan, acting minister of trade and com- 
merce; Daly, acting minister of justice: 
Ouimet, acting minister of railways and 
canals; Ferguson, acting minister of 
agriculture. 

With reference to the ministers who 
have resigned, they could accept office 
again and not have to appeal to their 
constituents, provided not more than 
thirty days elapsed between the date of 
their resignations and their resumption 
of otliee; but, as in the case of the his- 
toric " double shuffle," each would have 
to take at the outset some other port- 
folio than that which he had vacated. 



THE PRESIDENT TOO PREVIOUS. 

He Did Not Intend to Make a Threat Against 
Great Britain Regarding Venezuela. 

London, Jan. (i. — Mr. Henry Norman, 
special commissioner of the Daily 
Chronicle, cables his paper from Wash- 
ington as follows: "The many utter- 
ances of the American press prove the 
truth of my assertions that all the 
American opinion is earnestly desirous 
of a friendly and dignified settlement. 
To-day I had a conversation on the sub- 
ject with Senator Gray, of Delaware, an 
intimate and devoted friend of Mr. 
Cleveland, who is commonly regarded as 
the President's special mouthpiece in 
the senate and a prominent member 
of the foreign relations committee. 

Senator Gray said : " I do not think 
that the President made or intended to 
make a threat towards the British Gov- 
ernment in his message, but he did mean 
to express in the strongest terms pos- I 
Bible his own feelings, and what the- I 
lieve to be the feeling of all the people ' 
of this country, regarding the sup- 
posed British refusal of arbitra- 
tion in the Venezuelan matter, 
except with reference to ai bitrary lines 
made up by the British government, 
itself. I know there is sincere regret 
and dismay among all right-minded 
people here that a more conciliatory dis- 
position was not manifested by Lord 
Salisbury in regard to the general prin- 
ciple of arbitration. 

" If the British government should 
show a kindly disposition towards this 
principle I believe it would be 
greatly welcomed by the peo- 
ple of this country. So far an 
there being any loss of prestige to the 
British government in this course it 
would make me more hopeful that the 
principle of arbitration will find expres- 
sion in a convention between the two 
countries covering all questions that 
might arise. The present moment is 
a golden one to secure American 
good-will. Can England afford 
to lose it? If Lord Salisbury 
takes no step and sees no way, then let 
them reflect that his attitude is indent!- 
cal with that fatal one which lost Great 
Britain her American colonies more than 
a century ago. The American people 
are eagerly listening for some word from 
him. The cost of it would be slight and 
the gain colossal."

London, Jan. 0.— The financial in the 
Standard says : "It cannot be supposed 
that, European investors will respond to 
President Cleveland's appeal." The 
Daily News financial article says: "The 
United States is appreciably near tiie 
danger of a silver basis. The national 
subscription which President Cleveland 
invites is obviously inadequate to get 
what he requires." 

Disorders occurred in the east end of 
London to-night, growing out of the fact 
that the German and Dutch sailors 
about the docks were hissed and 
molested. The windows in the shops 
kept by German Jews were broken and 
several German clubs were closed. The 
disorders were due to the anti-German 
feeling aroused throughout England by 
Emperor William's recent congratula- 
tory message to President Kruger. 

At the meeting of the Geographical 
Society Dr. Donaldson Smith, of Phila- 
delphia, who has recently returned from 
an extensive exploring trip in Africa, 
delivered a lecture upon his Somaliland 
expedition. U. S. Ambassador Bayard 
opened the discussion and in the course 
of his remaks said that he rejoiced that 
the hearts of the people on both sides 
of the Atlantic beat in the common 
cause of the elevation of their race and 
of the human race. 

The mail train irom Johannesburg ar- 
rived yesterday at Durbin crowded with 
passengers. This train was overturned 
on December 20 and several coaches 
were smashed, 2S persons being killed 
and 2.'! dangerously wounded. 

The Berlin correspondent of the 
Standard says that the papers state that 
the Emperor has ordered Prince Leo- 
pold, of Prussia, to a fortnight's confine- 
ment in his room, owing to his behavior 
towards his wife, Princess Louise Sophie, 
of Schleswig-Holstein, after the skating 
accident at Griedhitze, which resulted 
in her almost being drowned. 

Bishop Joseph Hubert Reinkens is 
dead, lie was one of the leaders of the 
" Old Catholic" movement in Germany, 
was born in 1821 , and was one of the 
professors who protested against the 
Vatican decrees in Nuremburg in 1S70. 

For this he was suspended from hi scler- 

ical functions, and in 1872 was excom- 
municated by Bishop Foerster at Bres- 
lau. Dr. Reinkens became a prominent 
leader of the so-called " Old Catholics." 
and was elected bishoti of the " Old 
Catholics," (the new sect is the Vatican 
church) June 4, 187o, at Cologne in an 
assembly consisting of twenty-one 
priests and fifty-six laymen. 

Money during the last few days has 
been unusually plentiful in London ow- 
ing to large borrowings from the bank 
amounting to £7,000,000 sterling, for the 
purpose of strengthening the balance 
sheets.

ENGLISH FIRE INSURANCE COS. 

Official Statistics Regarding the Institutions 
Doing Business in New York 
State. 



Albany, Jan. (5.— Data made up from 
the reports of the New Vork State super- 
intendent of insurance, based on the 
possibility of war with Crent Britain 
shows an immense amount of British 
capital invested in New Vork State in 
the insurance business alone, 
gross receipts of the foreign fire insur- 
ance companies in the State of New York 
for the past yeas were upwards of 
$43,000,000, and the amount of cash 
premiums received was over $41,000,1100. 
During the year LS1I4 the foreign insur- 
ance companies doing business in this 
State had on deposit, with the State in- 
surance department a capital of $4,600,- 
000, and their reports tiled with 
the superintendent of insurance 
showed gross assets of $67,472,- 
•17S.75. The gross liabilities for the 
same period were $38,180,089.64, and 
during the year the foreign companies 
received from premiums the enormous 
sum of $41,4f)0,805.25. Other receipts 
aggregated $1,853,360.44. The total dis- 
bursements during that period by the 
fire insurance companies was $36,128,- 
216.32.

Said to Have Been Captured by 
Cuban Insurgents — Reinforce- 
ments to Be Sent. 



Resignation of Marshal Campos Re- 
ported— Conflicting Stories as 
to Passing Events. 

Boston, Jan. 6.— The Traveller has 
received the following despatch : "Ba- 
tabano, Cuba, Jan. 6.— At 10:80 this 
morning the cable operator here re- 
ceived the following despatch: 'The 
Cubans have captured the city (Hav- 
ana). Morro Castle alone holds out for 
General Campos'— Here the despatch 
ended abruptly as cable communication 
between Havana and this point was cut 
off." 

Key West, Fla., Jan. i>. — Jesus Pe- 
tuna, a well known Cuban patriot, re- 
ceived a cipher despatch from General 
Gomez this morning declaring that the 
Spaniards were hemmed in on all sides 
and that before nightfall Havana would 
be in possession of the patriot troops. 

Madrid, Jan. (>. — El Ilerahlo an- 
nounces that Martinez Campos, captain 
general of the forces in Cuba, baa re- 
signed. 

An official despatch received here from 
Havana says that the march westward 
of the insurgents has been arrested by 
General Navarro, who has defeated 
them. The Cuban news recently re- 
ceived here has caused much excite- 
ment in Spain, and it is believed that 
further re-iuforcements will be des- 
patched to Cuba. 

Havan a, Jan. 5. — Havana spent a day 
of nervousness and anxiety in hourly 
apprehension of an attack by the in- 
surgent army. Yesterday the bands 
commanded by Xunez and Bermudez 
were seen at Managua, a village not 
more than twelve miles from Havana. 
Many hundreds of non-combatant in- 
habitants of the island have come to 
Havana to await the passing of the 
storm. 

The authorities no longer make the 
slightest concealment of the serious 
views they take of the situation, and 
there are some who do not hesitate to 
rail at the Spanish generals and the 
troops. There has been great fear that 
the light and water supply of the city 
would be cut off by a sudden raid of the 
insurgent forces. The idea of the city 
being left in total darkness is itself 
enough to work a panic in the nervous 
condition of the public mind. Special 
preparations for the defence of the works 
that supply these have been made, and 
artillery has been placed ,to command 
them against all probable sources of at- 
tack. All possible recruits have been 
enlisted for the defence of the city, and 
all the available ground about the city 
has been tilled with batteries of artil- 
lery, which are manned day and night. 

The main body of the insurgents to- 
day passed into the province of Pinar 
del Rio and are now overrunning that 
province with lire and sword. The pass- 
age was effected near Batabano, at l'ozo 
Redondo, and Gomez burned the vil- 
lage of Gabriel on the way, and partially 
destroyed the town of (itiira Melena and 
of Alquizar. The work ol destruction in 
the Havana province has been as com- 
plete as was that in the province of Ma- 
tanzas and the sugar lands of Pinar del 
Bio are fast being put into the same des- 
olate condition, 

The proclamation of Gen. Campos to 
the effect that all horses on the island 
are to be held subject to requisition by 
the Spanish authorities has little effect 
beyond its force as a confession that the 
Spanish forces are badly handicapped by 
the lack of mounted troops and are 
practically helpless against the cavalry 
forces of the insurgents. In effect the 
whole island outside of the city of Ha- 
vana is now in the hands of tiie insurg- 
ents. 

Tampa, Fla.. .Ian. Si. — An American 
passenger aniving from Cuba reported 
that the insurgents were within fifteen 
miles of Havana. According to his 
statement Gomez has 22,000 men. The 
insurgents burned San Felipe, Melena 
del Sur and Guara Friday night. These 
places are twenty miles from Havana. 
Gen. Campos has issued a manifesto to 
his officers urging a strict obedience to 
his orders and threatening those dis- 
obedient to dishonorable return to Spain 
within forty-eight boms. 

ALASKAN BOON DAK Y LINE. 

General Duflield Says There Can lie No 
Dispute, the Line Being Plain 
From the Treaty. 

Washington, Jan (5. — Gen. Duflield, 
chief of the roast, and geodetic survey, 
on Saturday presented to the Secretary 
of State the joint report on the Alaskan 
boundary, as agreed upon by him and 
the Canadian representative, Mr. King. 
The report shows a practical 
agreement, between the surveys 
ol the two governments, and 
may have the effect of partially quieting 
t be apprehension of trouble over the 
boundary, The greatest difference be- 
tween the lines run Uy the engineers of 
the two governments is but six feet seven 
inches, or 15 seconds of longitude. 

In view of the two surveys, I len. Duf- 
field does not hesitate to express the 
opioil that there can be no serious dis- 
pute between the United States and 
Canada over the boundary. He said: 
" The line is as plain from the treaty as 
though it had been recorded by deed 
and maj). The two commissioners who 
meet at Albany bad no authority to fix 
the boundary, but only to recommend 
from the surveys which have been made 
the lines to be definitely established. 
The ratification of their work remains 
for another joint committee and Secre- 
tary Olney will doubtless recommend to 
congress an act for the appointment of a 
commission to represent the United 
States for this purpose. 

General Duflield is confident that the 
British can find no grounds upon which 



to base a claim to the gold fields of the 
Yukon river, since British Engineer 
Ogilvie in 1893, after a careful observa- 
tion, marked the banks of the Yukon 
and Forty Mile creek, where these 
streams are crossed by the Hist mer- 
idian, and his marks were verified by 
the United States survey. The only 
possible ground for contention which 
General Duflield foresees is furnished by 
that phrase of the Russian-British 
treaty that at no point shall the boun- 
dary be more than ten marine leagues 
from the shore, The United States gov- 
ernment interprets this to mean con- 
tinental leagues, while England might 
contend that ten leagues from the island 
shore was contemplated; a construction 
that would deprive the United States of 
a valuable strip of territory if sustained. 

INTERNATIONAL PARCEL POST. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wilson Discuss the 
Subject. 

Washington, Jan. 0. — Sir gJulian 
Pauncefote, the British ambassador, and 
Lord Gough, lirst secretary of the lega- 
tion, had a conference with Postmaster 
General Wilson to-day, at which the es- 
tablishment of a parcels convention be- 
tween the United States and Great Brit- 
ain was discussed. The visit was the 
result of a communication to the ambas- 
sador from the Postmaster General of 
Great Britain urging the adoption of 
such an arrangement as a benefit to the 
service, and the ambassador was assured 
by Mr. Wilson that the matter would be 
considered as soon as possible.

Intense Excitement at Johanuesbnrg- 
Boer Accounts ot the Recent 
Battle. 



London, Jan. (i. — The statement that 
Dr. Jameson has been released from 
custody at Pretoria is officially stated to 
be without foundation. The British 
government is said to be hurrying troops 
from India to Cape Town. 

Delayed dispatches from Johannes- 
burg arriving to-day show that on Thurs- 
day last there was intense excitement 
there. People were hurrying into town 
from the outlying country. The central 
committee men constituted themselves 
a provisional government for the town, 
and announced that ample provision 
would be made to defend it against any 
body of Boers. The provisional gov- 
ernment was established in the con- 
solidated gold lields building, and three 
Maxim guns placed in advantageous 
positions about it . 

The new government then sent an 
ultimatum to the government of Presi- 
dent Kruger, who proposed a conference 
at Pretoria on the following day, Wed- 1 
nesday. The committee hesitated to go 
to Pretoria without a safe conduct. l)r. 
Jameson at that time was hourly ex- 
pected at Johannesburg. 

Crowds surrounded the consolidated 
gold lields building and the work of re- 
cruiting was in full swing. Numerous | 
people left the town during the night, 
in bands of fifty each. Later, the com- 
mittee sent the following communica- 
tion to Sir Hercules Robinson, governor 
of Cape Colony : 

" We have absolute information that 
a large body of Boers has been com- 
manded immediately to attack Johan- 
nesburg and shoot on sight all who have 
been concerned in the agitation. Affairs 
are so critical that we ask you to inter- 
vene to protect the lives of citizens, who 
have long agitated legally for their 
rights." 

The Governor of Natal, Sir Walter 
Francis Healy Hutchison, telegraphs 
upon Boer authority that 130 of Jame- 
son's followers were killed and 87 
wounded. On the Boer side, it is added, 
three were killed and five wounded. 

Jacques St. Cere cables from Paris: 
"The Emperor of Germany's dispatch 
to the President of the South African 
Republic has made upon the public and 
diplomatic opinion in Europe an im- 
pression of which it is impossibleto con- 
vey an adequate idea. The manner in 
which the Kaiser has ranged himself on 
the side of the Boers is astonishing and 
rejoicing all those who have complained 
of British policy — in other words the 
whole of Europe. From the diplo- 
matic point of view there is less satisfac- 
tion to be expressed. It is generally 
believed that real and lasting unrest 
will he the outcome of these frequent 
and excessive crises. 

Cape Town, Jan. (i. — Hon. Sir George 
Cordon Spring, treasurer of Cape Col- 
ony, succeeds Cecil Rhodes as premier. 

The new Premier, Sir Gordon Spriggs, 
was colonial secretary and premier of 
Cape Colony from 1N7S to 1881, treasurer 
from 1884 to 188(1, premier and treasurer 
from 188G to 18110, and treasurer from 
1890 on. lie was horn in 1880.

London, Jan. 5. — The special commis- 
sioner of the London Daily Chronicle 
cables from New York as follows ; " The 
London correspondent of the American 
newspapers having revealed my identity 
here. I have been overwhelmed with ex 
pressions of sympathy and thanks to the 
Chronicle for putting the American case 
and opinion before the British public. 
All the papers comment most kindly. 
As I have tried to explain, Americans 
believe their attitude of demanding ar- 
bitration is one with which civilized 
men must sympathize. In support of 
this, the whole Union, if need lie, will 
speak with absolutely one voice. But. 
at the same time, there is hero an in- 
finite clesire to see an immediate and 
amicable settlement. I have to-day 
talked with several men who are being 
denounced in New York us jingoes, and 
the above are their earnest sentiments, 
" The people simply cannot under- 
stand Lord Salisbury's attitude. A 
senator said to me to-day that he thinks 
the case the same as if a millionaire 
quarrelled with his intimate friend be- 
cause he had lost 10 cents m his house. 
1 repeat with every ounce of influence 1 
possess, that everybody here worth con- 
sidering desires peace. If Lord Salis- 
bury can find a way to make the slight- 
est advances towards the recognition of 
the American attitude he will be received 
with wide open arms. The responsi- 
bility of any man or minister holding 
back at such a moment when England 
needs every friend she has, for the sake 
of mere dignity or absolute adherence to 
the letter of diplomacy, is apnallmg to 
contemplate.

SHIPMENTS OF CANADIAN CATTLE. 

Arrangements Making for a New Port of 
Entry and Export in New 
JCnglancl. 

Washington, Jan. ti.— Secretary Mor- 
ton is still considering the application 
for the opening of a new port of entry and 
export in New England for the trans* 
portation of Canadian cattle in shipment 
to G reat Britain or other foreign coun- 
tries. The Secretary is said to be favor- 
ably disposed toward it. An argument 
in support of the application was made 
by Sigourney Butler of Boston, 
secretary of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce; Dr. Austin Peters, the ex- 
pert veterinarian, and Collector Smal- 
ley, of the Port of Burlington, Vermont; 
accompanied by Senator Proctor and 
Assistant Secretary Hamlin. Mr. But- 
ler asked that Richford, Vermont, be 
opened as .a port of entry and 
Boston as a port of export. No pro- 
vision is now made for ship-] 
ping Canadian cattle in New England [

They regard the d.eniand 
1 tor arbitration as the sacred right of a 
j great, powerful nation, standing on 
what is believed to be a matter of prin- 
I eiple. 

I " Now, Lord Salisbury is a great man.

AN IMPORTANT VICTORY. 

The election contest has ended in the 
return of the Hon. Col. Prior by a 
majority of 107. The Conaervutivea 
have had many serious difficulties to 
contend with in the campaign that is 
now so happily ended. An issue not 
properly belonging to politics and to 
which much importance was attached 
by many electors, was dragged into the 
contest and was made the most of by 
the Opposition. The election took place 
at the time of a ministerial crisis in 
Ottawa. No one knew what an hour 
might bring forth. The Opposition took 
every advantage, fair and unfair, of the 
precariousness of the political situation. 
They even went so far as to publish on 
the day of election what purported 
to be a telegram from Ottawa stating 
that the Hon. Mr. Laurier had been 
sent for by the Governor-General and 
was on his way to Ottawa to consult with 
His Excellency with respect to the form- 
ation of a Liberal ministry. All this bad 
the effect of unsettling the minds of the 
electors, and led many of them to be- 
lieve that the election would be a mere 
matter of form and that it was of little 
consequence who would be returned. 
The reports circulated respecting the 
unsettled state of the Government, 
superadded to what was known respect- 
ing the critical state of a Hairs at the seat 
of government, were no doubt the prin- 
cipal cause of the smallness of the vote 
polled. Very few more than half the 
electors voted. 

Then the Grits were most energetic 
from tiie beginning to the end 
of the campaign. They exhausted 
their ingenuity in devising schemes to 
deceive and mislead the electors. From 
affecting to doubt the genuineness of 
Col. l'rior's appointment to a seat in 
the Cabinet at the opening of the cam- 
paign to the circulation of the lying 
telegram declaring that Mr. Laurier was 
called to Ottawa by the Governor-Gen- 
eral at its close, the Grit policy was one 
of falsehood, trickery and deception. 
That policy has no doubt deceived 
m my, but, an the result shows, it wits 
not entirely successful, .Many of the 
Conservatives understood the tactics of 
the Grits too well to he deceived by their 
inventions and they were too strongly 
attached to their principles and too 
loyal to their party to desert it when it 
was in difficulties and most needed 
their support. Mr. Prior's committees 
worked bard and continuously and when 
the day of election came every part 
of the district bail been thoroughly 
canvassed. What a good organization 
could do to ensure the return of a candi- 
date was done by Col. Prior's committee. 

It was found by the canvassers that 
on the distinctive policy of the Conserv- 
ative party Victoria is assuredly Con- 
servative as ever it was, ami that it' the 
Manitoba school question had not been 
dragged into the contest the Liberals 
would not have had the ghost of a chance 
of setting their man returned. Hut the 
Hon. Col. Prior litis been returned in 
spite of strenuous opposition and the 
dishonest devices of the Liberals. British 
Columbia has now what it has lone,' been 
agitating for — representation in the Cab- 
inet of the Dominion — and it has won 
it in spite of the opposition of the Lib- 
erals of Victoria harked up by the 
Liberals of other parts of the Province. 
This should not be forgotten.

Che Transvaal troubles sivm. for the 
present at any rate, to be at an end, It 
is now seen that the British Govern- 
ment had not only nothing t" do with 
Mr. Jameson's invasion of the little 
Dutch Republic, but that it was con- 
ceived and carried out in direct oppo- 
sition to that Government's Smith 
African policy. This being the case the 
message of the German Kinperoi to 
President Kruger has really no national 
significance. We are, in fact, surprised 
that the message gave such offence in 
England, and was made the text of so 
many indignant newspaper articles and 
such a number of alarming telegrams. 
Here it is : 

" T express my sincere congratulations 
that with your own people and without 
appealing to the help of friendly powers 
you have succeeded by your own ener- 
getic action against the armed bands 
which invaded your country as dis- 
turbers of the peace, ami have thus been 
enabled to restore peace and safeguard 
defence of the country against attacks 
from outside. William." 

As the British government had noth- 
ing whatever to do with the invasion of 
the Transvaal we do not see what there 
was to take exception at in the Em- 
peror's congratulatory message. Dr. 
Jameson's raid was altogether unjustili- 



able. No British subject has a right on 
his own responsibility to invade the ter- 
ritory of a nation with which his nation 
is at peace. Such an invasion, no mat- 
ter what may be the pretext for it, is a 
very serious crime and may be followed 
by consequences most injurious to the 
nation. 

It was not to lie expected that the 
Emperor of Germany was aware of the 
way in which British subjects are- treat- 
ed in the Transvaal, and even if he was 
he might easily conclude that there are 
many better ways of redressing their 
grievances than by a filibustering expe- 
dition. 

It seems to us that the course pur- 
sued may be the one least calculated to 
improve the condition of the Uitlanders 
in that little republic. It might be 
thought that as the Uitlanders outnum- 
bered the citizens of the republic — " the 
burghers " — three or four to one, they 
might safely be lett to obtain a redress 
of the grievances of which they coui- 
olained. There is no doubt that they 
are treated unjustly by the Government 
of the Transvaal. They are denied the 
rights of citizenship ; they arc compelled 
to pay more than their fair share of the 
taxes; they do not get from the Govern- 
ment the advantages for which they pay 
I heavily, but they live in peace and pur- 
' sue their avocations without disturbance 
and their property is protected. They 
are not subjected to any cruel form of 
oppression. 

The Government is tyrannical, and its 
tyranny may be bard to bear, but the 
Uitlanders are strong enough to throw 
i oil' the yoke when they find it to be 1111- 
j bearable. We are not sure that some of 
, them would not resent outside interfer- 
j ence. These are by no means anxious 
1 to deprive the republic of its independ- 
ence. The ambition of many of them is 
j to liberalize it and to make it stronger. 

What they want is to be made citizens 
! of the Republic on something like fair 
terms. They know that when they are 
once invested with the powers and pri- 
; vileges of citizenship they will soon be 
able to get all the reform they want. 

The work of liberalizing the Boers had 
commenced and would no doubt con- 
' tinue, and there is a prospect of them 
getting all they ask for by peaceable and 
constitutional means. The interference 
of an armed force in their favor will, no 
doubt, have the effect of putting a sto[ 
i to the change that was almost insensibly 
going on among the Boers, and have the 
etl'ect of making them more exclusive 
and more intolerant than ever, and 
perhaps make it necessary for theiu to 
resort to arms to maintain their position 
in the country, and to obtain their 
rights as citizens. 

Very little is known as yet about 
Jameson's invasion of the Transvaal. 
When fuller information reaches us, 
it may be seen that the raid was not so 
unjustifiable or so impolitic as it now 
appears to be. 

UNITED STATES WAR TALK. 

The folly and the wickedness of the 
war talk of the Americans appear in a 
very strong light when the defenceless- 
ncss of the United States is taken into 
consideration. The country has no 
army that would be in any European 
country worthy of the name. Its navy 
is small and utterly unable to cope with 
that of any of the great powers, and the 
whole of its seaboard, on which lie its 
richest cities, is utterly defenceless. 
Before the United States could carry on 
a war with any country that possesses a 
standing army and a well equipped fleet 
of warships it would have to create an 
army, and an army composed of raw re- 
cruits is little better than a mere mob 
when it has to meet well drilled and well 
disciplined troops that have seen service. 
It would have to build the greater part 
of its navy, and it would have to fortify 
its seacoast and hike cities. All this 
would take time, ami time is very 
precious to a nation that provokes hos- 
tilities when il is wholly unprepared for 
war. While it is making the prepara- 
tions that are absolutely necessary an 
enterprising and fully prepared enemy 
could inflict upon it the most serious- 
losses. All this is now seen by the 
Americans themselves, anil many of 
them are astounded at the rashness of 
President Cleveland in making what a 
quarrelsome nation would feel itself jus- 
tified in regarding as a declaration of 
war. An article from the New York 
Commercial Advertiser tells the Ameri- 
can people' what they must do before 
they can hope to carry on a war with 
any chance of success: 

" Let us fortify our exposed cities and 
build uji our navy so thai we may 
neither have nor fear wars," says ex- 
United States Minister to Russia An- 
drew D. White. There is a whole vol- 
ume of sound patriotism and common 
sense in this brief declaration, No man 
who is sane enough to remain outside 
the walls of a lunatic asylum will call 
Andrew D. White a jingo. His breadth 
of view, long experience in public life 
and intimate knowledge of international 
politics combine to give great weight to 
Ilia opinions on matters of this sort. But 
ex-Minister White is by no means alone 
among eminent public men in bis stand 
for adequate measures of national de- 
fence. It is now recognized on every 
side, with a substantial unanimity hith- 
erto unprecedented, that the safety and 
honor of the United States demand the 
thorough protection of our rich ports 
from seaward assault. In the past the 
course of this country in neglecting the 
most obvious means of self-defence has 
been one of reckless folly. It hast been 
our good fortune not to suffer from that 
fatuous policy of Congress during the 
past generation', but the time has now 
come when, in the interests of peace and 
of our own security, we must take effec- 



tive measures to guard the immense ac- 
cumulations of material wealth on both 
our seaboards." 

It would take many months and a 
great deal of money to make these neces- 
Bary preparations. This shows what 
madness it would be for a United States 
President to calculate too closely on the 
timidity or the forbearance of any nation 
which could be put in a condition to go 
to war on short -notice. 

There are indications that the sober 
second thought of the American people 
has convinced them that it is a very 
risky business for a nation to assume a 
warlike attitude when it is very far in- 
deed from being ready to go to war. 

As it is the message which it is boasted 
took the President an hour or two to 
write has caused the people of the United 
States a thousand millions of dollars 
and has precipitated a return of financial 
difficulties from which it waa hoped and 
believed the country had happily es- 
caped.

The New Minister Cordially Thanks 
the Friends Who So Nobly 
Stood by Hi in. 

Probably no cabinet minister seeking 
re-election upon acceptance of office 
ever contested his constituency in face 
of a more difficult combination of ad- 
verse circumstances than that which 
confronted Hon, E. ti. Prior in the cam- 
paign which resulted yesterday in his 
election by the majority of 107 
over Mr. Win. Templeman. His 
vote of 1,564 was, however, not 
only the largest ever given by Victoria 
to a candidate for the Dominion house, 
but was in excess of the combined vote 
of himself and Mr. Templeman in their 
former contest, at the last general elec- 
tions. Then Col. Prior polled 1, Dti.s and 
Mr. Templeman 44SI. Yesterday's con- 
test brought out the very strongest op- 
position ever likely to be pre- 
sented, ior besides losing the 
votes of his Conservative friends 
who do not think a's the government 
does on the school question, many voters 
without strong political affiliations were 
no doubt misled into casting their votes 
for the candidate who, professing to be 
a follower of Mr. Laurier, circulated in 
, bis newspaper the Times yesterday the 
fiction that Mr. Laurier had actually 
been " called in " to form a govern- 
ment. 

A very curious circumstance was no- 
ted in connection with the appearance 
of this supposed telegram. It was rush- 
ed upon the streets in the form of an 
"extra," presumably as soon as received 
from Ottawa, but simultaneously there 
issued from the same quarter several 
huge placards on canvas, which must 
have been the work of hours 
rather than minutes, but which made 
the same startling announcement, that 
Wilfred Laurier had been called upon to 
form a cabinet and "What is Col, Prior's 
position now'.'" Precautions bad, how- 
ever, been taken to meet any such roor- 
back, and the false " telegram " did not 
obtain more than half an hour's start of 
a circular showing beyond a doubt that 
the Laurier story was an invention for 
the purposes of the political emergency. 
More than one staunch Liberal ex- 
pressed disgust at campaign methods so 
indecent as that thus resorted to by the 
opposition; but Mr. Joseph Martin, the 
Manitoba friend of Mr. Templeman. 
aped out to the Willows and used the 
story for all it could be made appear 
worth at that most important polling 
place. 

In the face of these inventions, and of 
the authentic reports of the internal dis- 
sensions of the Bowell administration, 
Col. Prior's friends have reason to lie 
satisfied with the result of his appeal to 
them. This appeal was most strongly 
and directly expressed through the 
Colonist of yesterday, in which over 
his own signature Hon. K. li. Prior 
stated his confident belief that under any 
circumstances the right of British Col- 
umbia to cabinet representation, which 
would lie asserted by his re-election, 
would not be ignored by any Conserva- 
tive premier. The electors accepted his 
assurance as that of an honorable man, 
and the " no cabinet minister " com- 
bination failed to elect their candidate 
M r. Templeman. 

THE VOTE. 

Smaller Than Anticipated But Expressing 
Unmistakably the Calm Judgment 
of the Electorate. 

Yesterday's vote polled, totalling three 
thousand and twenty-one, was not Up to 
t he general expectations, though the re- 
sult demonstrated beyond the shadow of 
a doubt the calm judgment of the elec- 
torate. With 15,900 votes on the roll, 
after allowing for repeaters and absen- 
tees a poll of at least 3,500 was looked 
for. To reduce the vote a combination 
of adverse circumstances presented 
themselves, however. The soft state of 
the country roads kept a large propor- 
tion of "the outside vote from 
being polled, and this was partic- 
ularly the ease in the Metehosin district, 
the practically solid support of which 
even the opposition conceded to be with 
Hon. Mr. Prior. The fact that the 
Happy Valley road was absolutely im- 
passable kept at home many of the resi- 
dents along that highway, who are 
among the new Minister's staunchest 
supporters. Between Parsons' Bridge 
and Victoria, at Colquitz, Cedar Hill, 
and in fact all the outlying districts, 
Hon. Mr. Prior lost votes owing to the 
roads; wdiile general and justifiable dis- 
satisfaction with the arrangement of tlu, 
districts and location of the polling 
places considerably reduced the number 
of those who made their way to the 
polls. 

The election itself was as spirited as 
had been the campaign preliminary to it. 
The forces on each side were marshalled 
•early and there was no abatement of 



enthusiasm on either side as the dt 
progressed. At the Willows during tl 
morning some little hard feeling was 
caused by the apparent determination 
of one of the Liberal lights to challenge 
each and every voter presenting himself 
of whose support the Liberal candidate 
did not feel assured. Matters finally 
reached a point where a blockade of 
votes and a loss of many were threatened, 
atid the returning officer was obliged to 
make a special trip from the city for the 
purpose of setting matters straight. At 
none of the othei districts was there any 
special friction ami the election as a 
whole was conducted in an orderly, 
fair and gentlemanly manner, compli- 
mentary to Victoria and characteristic 
of the city. Of course the eleventh hour 
special telegram from Ottawa put in its 
appearance — to say that " the govern- 
ment had resigned and Hon. Mr. Lau- 
rier had been called upon (o form a Cab- 
inet." The " dispatch " bore the ear- 
marks of ;i made-to-order fake, how- 
ever, and very few, if auv, were deceived 
by it. 

The polls closing at 5 o'oelock, very 
little time was lost in counting the bal- | H [ 
lots, and by 15.30 it was practically cer- 
tain that Hon. Mr. Prior had been 
elected. The Colonist bulletined the 
ret urns from each of the polling places 
as the count progressed, and byoo'clock 
the verdict of the electorate was thus 
made known. The official count was 
afterwards found to tally in almost every 
e, being as follows :

The majority was 107 for Hon. E. 0. 
Prior, who it is stated suffered more 
than proportionately through the num- 
ber of spoiled ballots, not a few qualified 
electors making the not-to-be-expected 
blunder of writing the name of their 
favorite candidate in Hie circular space 
of white reserved on the black 
ballot for tlu- customary cross. 
The Durucber ballot was used for the 
first time in British Columbia, and its 
advantages over the old form at once 
commended themselves to the observ- 
ant. The percentage of spoiled ballots 
was undoubtedly heaviest at The Wil- 
lows, where IS votes were lost through 
the omission of the deputy returning 
officer to initial them. 



MUTUAL CONGRATULATIONS. 

Enthusiasm of" the Liberal Conservative 
Electors Over the Success of 
Their Ellorts. 

When all the returns except those 
from Metehosin bad been received, the 
crowd who had thronged the Colonist 
office ami stood in the rain outside to 
catch a glimpse of tin; all-important 
figures, moved to the Liberal Conserva- 
tive headquarters in the Adelphi block. 
Here a liow of congratulatory speech 
making of course soon commenced, and 
the enthusiasm of those present gradu- 
ally worked up until when it had 
reai lied a high pitch Col. Prior was seen 
ascending the stairs. This was the 
signal for such an outburst of cheering j for itself 



the enthusiasm of the meeting again 
and cheer upon cheer was given. This 
telegram showed, continued Coi. Prior 
when the applause had subsided, 
that even up to tha last moment 
the opposition stuck to their 
poliev of falsehood and deceit. Moved 
by the enthusiasm of those present wdio 
bad worked so hard and unselfishly in 
his behalf, Col. Prior continued: "My 
heart is full, gentlemen, I cannot find 
words enough to thank you all for tin; 
way you have stood by me." (Great 
applause.) In thanking the various 
committees be especially mentioned Mr. 
A. S. Potts, the secretary of the Liberal- 
Conservative Association, and willed for 
three cheers for that gentleman, which 
having been very heartily given Mr. 
Potts made a neat speech in reply. 

Mr. A. ft. McPhillips congratulated 
the Conseivative party on the result of 
the election. It had sounded a note, he 
said, that would ring from the Pacific 
Coast to Ottawa ami on to the Atlantic 
at Halifax — a note of unity lor the Do- 
minion. (Applause.) 

Mr. E. Crow Baker read the returns 
mi that (dd Conservative stand-by 
Metehosin, which had just come in and 
30 for Prior and 3 for Temple- 
man. At this the applause broke out 
afresh. Then came a telegram from Sir 
Charles II. Tapper at Ottawa to Hon. 
Mr. Prior, with the two words, " Hearty 
congratulations." The result of this 
election, Mr. Baker said, wasonly a fore- 
runner of the general elections, and 
when they came he was sure that the 
returns for Hon. Mr. Prior and Mr. 
Karle would show a sweeping victory for 
the Conservative party. 

Mr. Thos. Karle, M.I'., was called for 
with great enthusiasm and a burst of 
applause greeted his appearance. The 
honor the electors bad done Hon. 
Mr. Prior in putting him at the bead of 
the poll was be felt also an honor to 
himself, for they had won a fight on an 
issue which affected his own position as 
well as Mr. Prior's. He bad with Hon. 
Mr. Prior been selected to represent the 
Liberal-Conservative party at the gen- 
eral elections and lie felt satisfied that 
upon that occasion success would crown 
the efforts of the party. (Applause.) 

Subsequently when the president of 
the association, Mr. II. Dallas Helmc- 
ken, Q. C, M. I*. P., arrived, other 
speech-making took place in the Adelphi 
room. Then all adjourned to the Insti- 
tute hall on View street, led by the hand, 
and the Felicitations were there kept up for 
a couple of hours, the large hall being 
filled with a most enthusiastic assem- 
blage. The chief workers during the 
campaign occupied the seats of honor 
upon the platform, and Mr. I). R, Ker 
presided. Col. Prior, wdio in the mean- 
time bad been home to bear 
the good news to his family, 
arrived late and received a 
perfect ovation on entering the hall, the 
assembly rising to a man and giving 
cheer upon cheer with the greatest en- 
thusiasm.

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Au Inspiriting Story ot English Life 
—A Noble Hoy Dies 
a Hero. 



This is thu title of Mr. Clive Phillij 
Wolley's latest work. It is the story of 
a plucky lad, Dick St. Clair, as told by 
Viis close friend and comrade, Jan Max- 
well. Dick is a hero almost from the 
cradle. He is constantly in trouble, be- 
cause he always espouses the cause of 
the weak, generally coming out of 
quarrels, to use a Colonialism, "on top." 
Tlu' first word iie ever used was 
lit," and he accepted it as bis 
creed, witli a dasl 
that carried him successfully through 
most encounters. When Dick was 
thirteen and Jan fourteen, they 
were sent to one of the great public 
schools which the author terms Fern 
hall. The new boys were coldly receiver 
by their schoolmates, and one Crowther, 
the captain of the dormitory, a big red 
faced fellow, flung his pitcher over the 
partition into Dick's cubicle. The water 
wet Dick to the skin ami the pitcher 
raised a great red bump on his forehead. 
"Dick bounded out and slapped Crowther'a 
face. A fight followed. Dick planted 
several blows on the great bully's face 
and body, but was gradually trotting the 
worst of the encounter when the master 
appeared on the scene. Dick confessed 
that he had struck Crowther, but 
refused to tell why he hat 
struck him, and was condemned 
to punishment. Though he had been 
inhumanly treated he declined to de- 
liver up his assailant to punishment, 
which a simple explanation would have 
insured, preferring rather to sutler him- 
self than to become a tell-tale. All 
through life Dick's self-abnegation was 
remarkable. On one or two occasions he 
was almost Quixotic in his efforts to re- 
dress the wrongs done to others. The 
cruelties practiced upon the "fag.-" 
raised the indignation of Dick and his 
friend Jan. Dick rescued a fag from 
the hands of another, whom he called a 
" beastly, brutal coward." He was 
struck and fell insensible. Jan flew 
to the rescue and was himself knocked 
down by the bully. The next day 
the bruised faces of the two boys were 
accepted by the master as evidence that 
they had been fighting, and both having 
refused to " peach " they were told oil' 
for a caning. " As the cane touched 
him Dick sprang like a buck at the shot, 
his shoulder lowered tor half-a-dozen 
inches or ao, and propelled by his 
whole strength caught the master in 
the middle ot his white waistcoat and 
sent him flying head over heels, out of 
the doorway and down the steps into 
the quad, where lie lay like a lost 
sheep upon his hack bleating piteously, 
while Dick and Jan scaled the railings 
and were well on their way down the 
Slowton road before anyone else realized 
what had happened. 

The truants experienced a variety of 
adventures during the next two days, 
scraping acquaintance with Bill Dixon, 
a poacher, whereby the author is en- 
abled to describe Bill's methods in se- 
curing salmon, and engaging in a few 
rounds with a professional boxer, where 
Dick was in his element, and from whom 
he picked up some useful knowledge. 
Two days afterwards the boys returned 
to school and were duly birched, 
and the headmaster having been 
put in possession of all the facts, by some 
of the other boys, they were placed in 
another dormitory away from the ag- 
gressive Crowther. 

The author's realistic powers are ex- 
cited with much vividness in the de- 
scription of a bathing scene, where the 
bully Crowther is caught in a "rip." 
and throwing up his arms, cries wildly 
for help. Dick swam to the rescue, and 
both were borne along the current. 
Moth sank. The drowning man had 
clutched his would-be preserver in that 
frantic grip which has cost so many 
lives. .Most men would have given him 
up after that, but this man did not. He 
dived as a duck does, coming up again , 
directly with his man in front, 
ol him. "By George bow we 
cheered ! though in doing so we s wall - 
lowed quarts of

tory was dearly bought. Both men were 
badly punished before Crowther. " like 
a man struck by lightning," dropped at 
Dick's feet . . . and as the judges 
declared St. Clair the winner, lie too 
reeled and tell face downwards over his 
foe. He had fainted from sheer 
haustion. 

Dick joined Alan "Wilson's party in 
Matabelcland ami went to bis death 
with that brave band. Here is the au- 
tor's description of the gallant end of 
these gallant men :

[niprovemonts Which Have Been Car 
ried ou JJuriug the Year 
Just Closed. 



Advance of Nelsou aud Kaslo -Real 
and .Snbsttuitial Progress Has 
Attended Them. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
As soon as last winter gave way to 
spring a general feeling began to make 
itself felt that the hard times were over. 
The aspect and condition oi Nelson and 
Kaslo even at the end of the year fully 
justify that assumption. If it was pos- 
sible to peep into the great ledgers lying 
on the hank desks, further confirmation 
would he found. To take 

NELSON PIIIST, 
the building of the flail Mines smelter, 
with its accompanying tramway and 
railway and its enormous ore bins, 
would alone form an item worth chron- 
icling. With the exception of certain 
pipes delayed in transmission from the 
foundry t he smelter was complete and 
might have been blown in on the first of 
January. The various buildings are sub- 
stantially constructed on a bluff stand- 
ing some 10(1 feet above the C. 1'. R. 
depot, and Jo. in a conspicuous object to 
travellers arriving by either lines of rail 
or by river steamers. The tramway 
which connects the smelter with the 
Silver lving mine, 5,000 feet above it 
passes up over mountain and canyon 
along a broad straight swatli until it 
disappears over the skyline. The mine 
is about a mile and a half further in and 
this tramway is the largest of its kind 
in the world. Its length is four ami a 
half miles. 

The Nelson & Fort Sheppard Railway 
which used to deposit its passengers on 
the hill side 600 feet above Nelson and 
then run on to meet the steamers at 
Five Mile l'oint, now has constructed a 
branch from the latter place right up to 
the town and has its depot constructed 
on that addition known as Bogus Town, 
inanv lots in which under the title of 



the City of Nelson were bought some 
time ago under the impression that they 
were buying lots in Nelson itoelf. 

In the town proper several new stores 
have been erected, notably a large block 
on Baker street, occupied by the Nelson 
drug company and W . H. Graham's boot 
store. Messrs. Travis & Farley have 
built a new butcher shop next to the 
post otlice, and the Bimetallic restaur- 
ant has been built next to them again. 
Further down Baker street near the C. 
it K. land office the Home restaurant 
and boarding house has been put up 
and is liberally patronized by men work- 
ing on the smelter. Every empty store 
in town has been taken until at present 
a new comer has to build. 

Messrs. Turner Beeton & Co., of Vic- 
toria, A. Macdonald it Co., of Winnipeg, 
and Ilcrrin it Co., of Spokane, have all 
taken large premises and opened up 
branches of their wholesale business. 
But it is in private residences that Nel- 
son has grown most. All up Stanley 
street they are built as far as Observa- 
tory street, where Mr, 11. B. Croasdaile 
has erected a handsome residence. 

Good wooden sidewalks; have been laid 
down in every direction, and the posts 
and wires for the electric light are on 
every street. 

The members of the Methodist con- 
gregation have built themselves a very 
pretty little church on Silica street. 

KASLO CITY. 

The completion of the railway to San- 
don, 27 miles, and to Cody, t wo miles 
further on, has converted ICaslo Buy in- 
to a busy port. The depot is on the side 
nearest the town and is fronted by ex- 
tensive wharves. The line encircles the 
bay in order to gain sufficient elevation 
to "climb the Muff leading up the main 
valley. Just behind Buchanan's mill is 
the round house and other buildings be- 
longing to the railway. 

It will be remembered that half Kaslo 
was burnt in February, 1891, and a very 
large part of what was left was swept 
out or demolished by the great storm in 
June of the same year. It is therefore 
very greatly to the credit of the town 
that it exists at all. But its inhabitant 
are not the kind of people to put up with 
mere existence. They have rebuilt tlieir 
town; several new stores, notably those 
of the Pyers Hardware Co. and A. T. 
Garland's clothing establishment, have 
risen from the ashes. Kaslo is a city, 
and as such has built itself suitabk 
offices, while the city fathers, mindful of 
their charge, have carried out sucl

■ THE FINANCIAL STRAIN. 

It Is Due to the at Present Unsatisfactory 
Relations Between Britain and the 
United States. 

New York, Jan. (>. — The World to- 
morrow will publish the following tele- 
gram front a well known banking firm: 

London-, January It. 
Tlte World, New 1'ori-.- 

In answer of your telegram of the 
fourth, we beg to say that under ordin- 
ary circumstances we would never ven- 
ture to offer an opinion of an financial 
questions which are under discussion by 
a foreign government and its legis- 
lature, but we are always ready to give 
our advice on any practical issue when 
called upon to do so by those wlio have 
(lower to act. Last year when there 
was a financial crisis in the United 
States, we made an offer for a 3 
per cent. gold loan, and fail- 
ing, congress giving the necessary power 
to enable such an issue to be made, 
we undertook with others to place a 
number of four per cent, coin bonds. 
As you have now done us the honor of 
asking our opinion, we must tell you 
very frankly that in our judgment the 
severe financial situation at present is 
chiefly caused by the political crisis, and 
as soon as the American and English 
governments have satisfactorily settled 
the question at issue the financial strain 
will be considerably relaxed, if it does 
not altogether disappear. 

N. M. Rothschild & Co. say: " Until 
this boundary question is arranged we 
do not believe that either the European 
public or capitalists will take any 
American bonds for investment 
and we believe that although a certain 
number of people on this side of the 
Atlantic have signified their intention 
of titking a share in a syndicate to be 
formed itt New York, they have 
only done so in the belief that 
at the present moment they would ob- 
tain terms which would enable them at 
once to resell the bonds in America. 
When the political horizon isquite clear, 
and it is finally established in the minds 
of all men that the good feel- 
ing and understanding which exists 
in the hearts of the people 
of England and America is 
beyond doubt, and is acknowledged and 
ratified by the two governments, then 
will be the time and opportunity for 
America to supply the British capital- 
ists. We offer no suggestions how this 
is to be accomplished. It is for the gov- 
ernments to decide between thenjselves. 
All we can say is that good feeling ex- 
ists among our people on this side, and 
you, sir, have proved by your patriotic 
efforts that it exists on the other side of 
tlte Atlantic."

Gomez Believed to Be Able to Lead 
His Followers Wherever 
He Pleases. 



Havana, Jan. G. — The Spanish officials 
assert that there is no probability of any 
lighting in the near future between the 
Spanish troops and the insurgent forces 
now around Havana. The Captain 
General is engaged in brhigiug west- 
ward all the troops available, and until 
these movements are completed it is not 
thought that the attack upon the enemy 
will be commenced. The insurgents, ac- 
cording to advices received from the 
outlying districts of Havana this morn- 
ing are now moving westward in the 
province of Pinar del Rio, although a 
number of them are still in this vicinity. 
A strong force of insurgents is reported 
moving northwestward from Salud and 
Alquizar. Reinforcements of Spanish 
troops are expected shortly atBatabano, 
they are being drafted there from the 
province of Santiago de Cuba. 
Little news is received in this 
city regarding the movements 
of either the Spanish or Cuban forces, 
the lines of communication being cut in 
every direction out of Havana. Enough 
is reported from points in the province 
of Pinar del Rio, however, to show that 
the insurgent columns have covered a 
wide territory in that province, and are 
unceasingly destroying the sugar cane 
and damaging the tobacco crop. The 
destruction of Guira Melena, the burn- 
ing of which was yesterday reported, 
seen-.s to have been complete. 

Guira Melena is an important village 
of 1,000 inhabitants, situated in a fertile 
district. The report from there said the 
insurgents plundered the church, the 
business houses, stores and private resi- 
dences and then destroyed them entire- 
ly. They are also said to have killed 
the mayor and a prominent mer- 
chant of that place. Similar tales 
come from other towns in the 
route of the insurgents' forces. Guira, a 
small village east of Guira Melena and 
west of Guines, was also burned. The 
mayor of the village of San Felipe, it is 
said, was intent upon offering a vigor- 
ous resistance to the invasion of his 
town by the insurgents. The mayor's 
temerity causing much surprise to 
Maximo Gomez and his forces, they 
set about to burn the village. The 
citizens went to the mayor with a re- 
quest that he offer no resistance to 
Gomez, and thereupon, says the report, 
be desisted. 

The zone included in the country 
about the villages of Quivican, Duran 
and San Felipe in the Southern part of 
the Province of Havana, has been swept 
clean by the destructive touch of the in- 
surgents, and the plantations of Salva- 
dor, Julia, San Augustin, Santa Teresa, 
Mercedita, Mora and Mirosa have been 
burned. Incoming trains from the 
south are bringing in vast throngs of re- 
fuges, men, women and children, some 
of whom have been burned out of house 
ami home, but most of them are fleeing 
from fear of violence, having hastily 
gathered together a few household goods- 
There has been a massing of forces of 
troops in the northwest portion of the 
province of Havana. There is some 
faint attempt to hold out a claim that 
this is designed as a strategic movement 
to bold the insurgents in Pinar del Rio 
as in a trap, as was claimed would be 
done when the insurgents broke through 
the line into Santa Clara and again into 
Matanzas, but there is no robust convic- 
tion in the minds of even the most hope- 
ful of the authorities that Gomez will 
not be able to lead his forces out of the 
province of Pinar del Rio when he is so 
minded or when any peril develops there 
for his army. 

It is perfectly understood that the 
troops taking position in the Northwest- 
ern part of the province are designed to 
protect Havana and to repel a possible 
attack by the insurgents now over-

THE FINANCIAL PROBLEM. 

Provisions of the Silver Substitute Bill- 
Tariff Changes About to Be Dis- 
cussed in the Senate. 

"Washington, Jan. G. — The senate 
finance committee has decided to report 
to the senate a substitute for the bouse 
bond bill agreed upon by the silver ma- 
jority. The substitute provides for the 
free coinage of silver, for coinage of 
seigniorage in treasury to redeem green- 
backs, and treasury notes in either gold 
or silver. The bill will be reported to 
the senate to-morrow. 

The silver substitute bill also provides 
for the retirement of all notes of less 
denomination than $10. 

The linance committee immediately 
began consideration of the tariff bill. 
It is said that this bill will be reported 
substantially as it came from the house, 
except that an advance of 15 per cent, of 
the present duty on sugar will be pro- 
vided for and the agricultural schedule 
will be increased to 20 or 25 per cent, of 
the present law. It is expected the 
tariff bill will be ordered reported al- 
though the absence of Senator Wolcott 
may prevent such action to-day unless a 
pair in committee can be arranged for 
him.
